Document Dl discloses (the references in parentheses are 
to that document) : an inert ing method for reducing the 
risk of a fire in a closed protected chamber, in which 
the oxygen content in the protected chamber with a 
predeterminable regulation range is kept at a regulated 
concentration lower than the operating concentration for 
a particular period of time by introduction of an oxygen- 
displacing gas from a primary source. That method is 
characterised in that, in the event of a failure of the 
primary source, the regulated concentration is maintained 
by a secondary source during an emergency operation 
period (lines 50-53) .
